Gou t is reported as a diagnosis in abou t five ou t 
= of IOO patients attending clinics devoted to arthritis 
= and related diseases. 
Recently a letter cam e from V. D., who said, 
“ Many years ago most doctors claimed gou t vyas 
cau sed by too mu ch rich food and or alcoholic bev­ 
erages. In you r opinion is su ch the case? Is gou t 
ev er fatal and is there a k nown cu re? 
The exact cau se of gou t is still poorly u nderstood. 
It appears to ru n to a considerable degree in fam ­ 
ilies and is mu ch more common in men than in 
women. It is associated with a distu rbance in the 
chem istry of the body in which su bstances k nown 
as pu rines accu mu late. 
There is considerable debate on the pa rt played 
by foods and alcoholic beverages, bu t apparently 
some foods, particu larly ’hose rich in pu rines, can 
bring on an acu te attack of the disease. Whether 
this is tru e also of alcoholic beverages is more de­ 


batable. 
Gou t by itself appears to be rarely, if ever, fatal. 
The most chai a e o l istic featu re of an acu te a t­ 
ta* k of gou t is the su dden appearance of terrific 
pain at the base of one of the big toes. The pain v 
is generally followed by swelling and extrem e ten­ 
derness and has been described as feeling as thou gh 
someone were trying to pry the joint apart with 
a red hot pok er. 
Actu ally, other joints can be involved, even early 
in tl<e disease. One of the fit.st patients I ever saw 
with gou t had swelling and pain in the k nee with 
nothing at all in the big toe. 
An a cute attack of g out can g enerally bs reliev ed 


rather rapidly by dru gs, particu larly one k nown as 
colchicine. 
After relief the problem becomes one of prevent­ 
ing recu rrent attack s. This is generally attem pted 
by dietary measu res and exclu sion of those foods 
containing large amou nts of pu rines. Dru g treat­ 
m ent is also commonly advised. 


There is some difference of opinion on diet, how­ 
ever, and I am told that in some commu nities vic­ 
tims of gou t frequ ently com pare notes with one 
another and do not always have the sam e experi­ 
ences with dietary measu res. 
In addition to acu te gou t there is a chronic vari­ 
ety which is called gou ty arthritis. 
In this stage of the disease there are deposits of 
chemical 
crystals k nown as u rates in variou s parts 
of the body. They are particu larly common in the 
lobes of the ears and in anc! near some of the joint!. 
They can reach enormou s size and cau se a good 
deal of destru ction to the joint tissu es. 
Fortu nately, gou ty arthritis is less common than 
acu te gou t. 
The objective of treatment is to try to prevent 
the development of gou ty arthritis by dru gs, of 
which there are now several k inds available, and 
by the prevention of attack s of acu te gou t. 
In some cases of gou ty arthritis su rgery has 
definite valu e and involves the cu tting ou t of the 
crystal deposits. 
The increased interest of the last few years in 
gou t has already brou ght improvement in its m an­ 
agem ent and u nderstanding. 
This 
progress will 
dou btless continu e.

I 
CIRCUMSTANCES REQUIRE A CHANGE 


Th© Office of County Judge is becoming more important each year. 
The Legislature recognized this when it increased the salary of the 
County Judge from $4,800.00 to $7,200.00 four years ago and has re­ 
cently increased the salary again to $10,500.00 per year to take 
effect in December, 1958. In November 1958, the voters will vote 
upon certain propositions, which, if they pass, will turn the County 
Judge into an Associate Circuit Judge, with the sam e general powers 
as the Circuit Judge, including the power to handle all criminal 
cases, (even Murder) and all civil matters. The Governor, many in­ 
dividuals and many organizations are promoting these propositions. 


Up to this time the County Judge did not have to be a lawyer, 
but with these possibilities in mind, I submit that the person who is 
elected as County Judge should have a wide experience in such mat­ 
ters as Procedure and in the actual Trial of cases as an Attorney. 


My opponent has not had that type of experience. Between the time 
when she and her husband, who is also an attorney, came to Ogle 
County from Chicago, around the end of World War II, to open 
Law offices, and the time when she took office in 1950 as County 
Judge (a period of 3 or 4 years), she had a limited private law prac­ 
tice and practically no experience as an Attorney in the actual trial 
of cases.
